numerous complaints were 
registered. 

At present, 26 buses are 
operating within the school 
district, with two of these buses 
provided by the Headstart 
'program. An estimated 2,000 
students' board buses each day 
for round trip runs between 
points near home and school. 

Dr. Ragland said, "Safety is 
the first, last and. most im- 
portant, consideration in the 
busing of school children." 

This Is the second time this 
month school bus problems 



have come up in the district, but 
this is the first time complaints 
have . been voiced against 
pupils. 

The first was from parents 
complaining thelr^children had 
to cross Highway 74 and walk to 
Diamond Street to catch a bus 
for Bickel School.^They con- 
tended it was dangerous for the 
children to cross the highway, 
especially at an early hour. 
. But the. recent complaints 
have come from bus drivers and 
the school's bus contractor, 
Kirkman Brothers. 

In backing the contractor. Dr. 
Ragland said the board of 
trustees can deny transportaion 
to a student after a showing of 
good cause has been gijltOn the 
parent, guardian or the pupil. 

Dr. Ragland said overloading 
of buses is beginning to be a 
problem, with some students 
taking late busesin the morning 
and early buses in the af- 
ternoon. 

"He said drivers will now stop 
this practice. 

"We bus a lot of students in 
this district and it is hard to 
please everyone, but we try. It 
is a matter of cooperation 
among everyone concerned," 
he said. He added, "the district 
has a record of safety and we 
want to keep it that way."

CongrjessJExpected To Pass Law 
MakingFirms Liable ForCleanup 



WASHINGTON (UPI) -Con- 
gress is expected to complete 
action shortly on legislation 
making oil companies liable for 
the cost of cleaning up their 
spills. 

The bill, a compromise 
between differing Senate and 
House versions passed last 
year, was approved by a Joint 
conference committee March 
12. Final enactment by ■ both 
chambers is virtually assured 
In the near future. 

It applies to spills from 
tankers and from offshore 
drilling operations, such as the 
disastrous spillage In the Gulf o 
Mexico this month and off 
Santa Barbara, Calif., last 
year. 

In the past, the government 
could make a tanker company 
pay for cleanup costs only if it 
could prove that the spill was 
due to gross or willful 
negligence. There was no legal 
provision for seeking reim- 
bursement from oil companies 
for repairing damage done by 
spills in offshore wells. 

Sen. Edmund MusWe, D- 
Maine, a principal architect of 
the pending bill, said it would 
impose "absolute liability" on 
oil operators for cleanup costs, 
without any necessity for the 
government to show that a spill 
resulted from negligence. 

The operator's liability would 
be limited to <14 million for any

Secretary of Interior Walter 
J. Hickel, following last year^

tions make federally-licensed 
offshore drillers liable for the 
cost of cleaning up spills. 

Hickel has "indicated he may 
ask the Justice Department to 
bring suit against the Chevron 
Oil Co., for the spill this month 
from underwater wells in the 
Gulf of Mexico southeast of 
New Orleans. He said inspec- 
tion turned up 147 violations of 
federal regulations in the leaky 
Chevron wells. 

The U.S. Coast Guard is 
pressing a major research 
program to develop new ways 
of dealing with spills after they 
occur. Now under' test are 
inflatable rubber bladders 
capable of holding up to 140,000 
gallons of oil each. They could 
be flown to the side of a leaking 
tanker, dropped by parachute, 
and used as a floating 
receptacle into which the 
tanker's oil could be pumped.

Younger Voters 



The United States appeal's 
x. almost certain to join a lengthening 
j list of nations around the globe that 
have extended the franchise to 18- 
year-olds in a trend that has 
crossed ideological boundaries as 
well. 

• Soviet Russia lowered the voting 
age to 18 in its 1936 constitution ana 
the same limit applies in some 
other Communist countries, 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Romania. 

-JBy a margin of almost 6 to 1. the 
Senate voted to lower the voting age 
from 21 to 18 in local, state and 
national elections, with the ex- 
pectation that the new, younger 
voters will cast their first ballot-Tor 
President in the 1972 election. The 
proposed law would become ef- 
fective, however,- next January 1. 

Introduced by Senator Mike 
Mansfield. the • Democratic 
majority leader, the bill drew 
bipartisan support and was 
cheered by some liberals as a 
rebuff to the Nixon Ad- 
ministration," Svhich preferred 
achieving the change through -a 
Constitutional amendment, which 
would have been slower and har- 
der. 

If there is a question of the law's 
constitutionality, it will be decided 
by direct appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 

Opposition to the proposal also is 
bipartisan, with the strongest, 
antagonism being expressed by 
Rep. Emanuel Celler, New York 
Democrat, who may be able, 
through his powerful position as 
chairman of the House judiciary 
committee, to stymie the rush to 
spread the vote. > 

Celler contends youngsters under 
21 are too immature to vote and 
that such a change requires a 
Constitutional amendment. The 
Constitution says nothing about 
legal voting age and the states have 
made their own laws, with 21 the 
age limit in 46 states. 

There is ample precedent, 
however, for enfranchising 18- . 
year-olds. Georgia and Kentucky 
have done so. Alaska permits 19- 



year-olds to vote and Hawaii 20- 
year-olds. - 

Great Britain s 18-year-olds, 
granted legal adulthood last 
January 1, voted March 12 for the 
first time, in a special election. The 
youngsters increased the total vote 
0 but apparently had no effect on its 

Sroportibns. This may well have 
isappointed Prime Minister 
Wilson, who hoped the three million 
younger voters might help return 
his Labof party to power. , 

The idea that the right to vote 
may soften the rebellious mood of 
young people in the United States 
may also be illusory- Nonetheless, 
the hope of channeling youthful 
energies to use the ballot box in- 
stead of riots and the tenuous claim 
of a Democratic victory in passage 
of Mansfield's proposal, seem 
enough to assure its passage, 
Celler's opposition is a big obstacle 
but his age — 81 — robs him of 
some of his effectiveness. 

Whether the Mansfield proposal 
survives the House-Senate con- 
ference and tests of its, con- 
stitutionality or not, the in- 
ternational trend to lowering the 
voting age to 18 is continuing 
apace. 

Many Latin-American countries 
allow voting at 18, among them 
Mexico, Ecuffdor, ;,3Jruguay, 
Venezuela, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, Brazil, and the 
Dominican Republic. And Chile 
and Colombia plan to extend the 
vote later this year. 

The appeal of the lower voting 
age is more emotional than 
logical— and that is precisely why 
it is spreading. 

When Britain extended the 
franchise to women for the first 
time in 1918, the minimum voting 
age was set at 30— a requirement 
-nicely calculated to prevent nearly 
all women except grandmothers 
from exercising their legal right. 
That limitation was not reduced to 
21 until ten years had passed, 
enough time for the ladies to 
realize that to vote after thirty 
delayed the effect by perhaps 10 to 
20 years.

Washington. diplomats serving in 
Latin countries perhaps ought to be 
given a course in guerrilla tactics 
and evasive warfare before they 
are permitted to assume their 
posts. In the last several years, 
American aides have become 
favorite targets of guerrilla groups 
or other clandestine organizations. 

Fortunately, Sean MT Holly, the 
labor attache at the U. S. Embassy 
-m — Guatemala^ — was — relcascd - 
unharmed by his abductors after 
the government had paid the 
ransom by releasing two members 
of a terrorist Dand. Other 
American - * diplomats in that 
country have not been so fortunate. 

In the last tnree years, an 
American ambassador and two 
military advisers have been 
murdered in Guatemala. While 
Guatemala has the worst record by 
far, it is not alone in the Latin 
kidnap-an-American . sweepstakes. 

Only a few months ago. the 
American ambassador to Brazil

was abducted and held until the 
government released 15 terrorists, 
with this record, the State 
Department ought to take positive 
steps to insure the protection of its 
emissaries in Central and South 
America, particularly in countries 
which have active bands of 
terrorists.

tatives, it would be a good place to 
start by insisting the government 
provide adequate protection. If this 
is not forthcoming, a determination 
should be made whether the U S. 
Embassy is worth continuing in 
that country. 

If it is, the least which can and 
ought to be done is to dispatch a 
sufficient number of Marines to 
guard American officials and their 
families.

' In the serious realm of 
government and politics, the 
ugly American frequently tries i 
to define unconscionable 
licentiousness— extending from 
burglary to major vandalisn to 
gross interference with the 
simple human rights of others 
— as "freedom" in the true 
sense, as expressions of "in- 
dividual conscience" or "higher 
moral law;" or the justifiable 
actions of men working in the 
name of a "great cause." 

These turbulent times have so

I feel this exercise is too 
strenuous for a child and may 
overdevelop his heart. Am I 
right? He has been doing this 
for more than a year.— Mrs.

There's something to say on 
both sides of the fence here. 

First, exercises of this type 
are helpful for youngsters with 
asthma. They help develop 
chest muscles and wind 
reserve. And they won't hurt his 
heart; you can set your mind at 
rest about that. 

So dad has some sound 
reasoning on his part by having 
the boy do pushups. 

Now for the other side. Too 
much can be too much. Fatigue 
and breathlessness are signs of 
too much. 

It may be that 100 pushups— 
and that's a lot of them— may be 
too many for a boy of 11. His 
degree of muscular develop- 
ment would have some bearing 
on that; also matters of his 
build, and whether he has been 
growing rapidly, and so on. 

If dad insists on 100, and the 
boy just isn't able to do that 
many, a resentment may build 
up which can be psychologically 
unwise— asthmTa or not.

So far, they have concentrated, 
on the effectiveness of grade 
and high schools in America 
and what can be done -to 
improve them. 

This would be one objective 
of the National Institute of 
Education, which Nixon pro- 
posed to -Congress in his 
education message March 3. It 
would serve, Nixon said, "as a 
focus for educational research 
and experimentation in the 
United States." 

• The decade of the 1970 s,"

The point of elementary 
education is to see that they 
have grown up a little bit so 
that Jhey can be thrown into 
the water," Goodman said. 
"The need for schooling is a 
hoax which has been sold by 
educational imperialists." 

The Goodman theory, which 
he has tested with a Harlem 
store front school, calls for 
returning to - "a Little Red 
School House in the urban 
setting." 

Goodman's minischool, which 
he operated for two-and-a-half 
years, took 25 youngsters up to 
the age of IS and employed one

BUHL — The Church of the 
Nazarene ,»s a denomination 
was Just nine years old when 
' On or near October^ 1, 1917, 
Rev. M. L. Baltezore of ; En- 
terprise, Ore., came to Buhl for 
the purpnsfi ,_of\ making 
arrangements for a meeting. 

Having no convenient place 
for holding the meetings, he 
rented the Rugg and Schmeidt 
Hall at four dollars a night." 
Thus begins the account of the 
Church of the Nazarene in Buhl 
from the original church 
record 

For the next few months, 
services were held in homes of 
interested persons of the 
community, in the Anderson 
Hall, in a lurge tent, and in the 
Weeter Building. Services were 
held until the influenza 
epidemic of 1918 closed all 
public meetings. 

In March, 1919, services 
began with new vigor. By- 
March 27 two lots were pur- 
chased, at the corner of 
Broadway and Maple for the 
sum of Jl .000 Excavation 
began on April 1, with con- 
struction of the church building 
completed by June 1, debt -free 
This building formed the 'jasic 
unit for the present enlarged 
building

Back in 
1964 1 was injured and became 
totally disabled. Iam receiving 
$83.60 per month for myself, but 
my wife and children only 
receive $42.00 or $6.00 apiece 
per monthr I don't feel this 
figure is right as I have been 
told by several who receive 
disability benefits that then- 
wife received one-half of the 
amount he receives. 

A.— Social security benefits 
are wage related— that is, the 
benefits ace based on the 
amount of earnings you have 
had under social security and on 
which" you have paid social 
security taxes. The Social 
Security Law also states the 
maximum amount of benefits 
that can be paid to a family on a 
given primary insurance 
amount. - 

Since your primary insurance 
amount is $83.60, the law states 
that the family maximum that 
can be paid on this account is 
$125 60. You receive $83.60 of 
this amount which leaves $42.00 
which 'can be paid to your 
family. This is divided equally 
between your wife and six 
children. If your average 
earnings were quite a Bit 
higher, and the maximum 
amount that could be paid to 
you and your family would be 
much higher. In the case of an 
older worker who doesn't- have 
any minor children and whose 
wife is retirement age, his wife 
could receive one-half of the 
amount he receives. 

Q.— Have social security 
benefits for widows been im- 
proving or getting worse over 
the years? 

A.— Benefits for widows have 
improved over the years. From 
1939 to 1961 widows received 75 
per cent of their late husband's 
check. Now they receive 82 l i 
per cent. In 1939 widows could 
start receiving benefits only, at 
-ag* 65. I n 1 95 0 the age was 
lowered to 62 and in 1965 to age 
60 i with reduced benefits). In 
addition disabled widows age 50 
and over became eligible in 1968 
to some social security benefits.

PAUL — Over 302 county 
farm -and -rural ^ families 
borrowed $4.00,700 from the 
USDA's Farmers Home Ad- 
nunistratkn in 1969, according 
to county supervisors Vera 
Yeates, Paul office; and Lynn 
Bradsbaw, Rupert office. An 
additional (37 families used 
credit advanced in prior years. 

Tne loans were advanced to 
improve farming operations, 
buy and enlarge farms, make 
needed adjustments in farm or 
home operations, build or 
improve homes, or install water 
and sewer systems. Many of 
these loans were to young 
farmers getting established in 
farming. 

Demand for farm ownership 
loans is greater than at any 
time in FHA's history resulting 
in a heavy backlog of ap- 
plications awaiting funds 
available after July, 1970. 

The two officials said 
repayments of principal and 
interest amounted to $3,613,656. 
A large amount of the money 
loaned is secured by long-term 
real estate mortgages. 
Collections are good and 
delinquencies are at an all-time 
low. Thirty-four borrowers 
obtained $733,720 in farm, 
ownership loans for the 
enlargement, purchase or 
irnnrevement of family farms.
